And Abimelec called to Abrem, 
and faid unto him, what hall thou done 
to us ? and what is my fin againft thee, 
that thou (houldft bring on me and my 
kingdom a great fin ? thou haft done 
unto me what ought not to have been 

10 done. And Abimelec faid to Abrem, 
what faweft thou, that thou (houldft do

And he had flocks of 
fheep, and herds of oxen, and a great 
number of fervants. And the Philiftines

days of Abrem his father, the Philiftines 
flopped them up and filled them with 

16 dufl. And Abimelec faid to Ifaak, go 
from us, for thou art greatly too much 
for us.

15 fpies; by this (hall ye be proved; as Pha- 
roeh liveth ye (hall not go from hence, 
except your youngeft brother come hi- 

16* ther j fend one of you, and let him fetch 
your brother, and ye (hall be bound, 
and your words (hall prove the truth in 
you j otherwife, as Pharoeh liveth ye 

17 are fpies. And he put them all into cuf- 

18 tody three days. And Jofeph faid to 
them the third day, this do and live; 

h Weaknefs, grievances, defeats in the laws, or in 
the adminiftration of them, or vices among the people, 
and whatever might expofe them to fhame, or as a prey, 
is implied in this word.

And they faid one to another, verily 21 
we are guilty concerning our brother, 
that we faw the anguifh of his foul when 
he made fupplication to us, and we 
would not hear him, therefore is this 
diftrefs come upon us. And Reuben an- 22 
fwered them, faying, did I not fpeak 
to you, faying, do not fin againft the 
lad, and ye would not hear; and his 
blood, fee, it is required. And they 23 
knew not that Jofeph heard them, for 
there was an 'uftier between them. And 24 
he turned from them and wept; and he 
turned to them again, and fpake to them; 
and he took Simeon from them, an d 
bound him before their eyes. 

And Jofeph commanded to fill their 25 
facks with corn, and to return each man’s 
money into his fack’s mouth, and to give 
them provifion for the way: and thus did 
he to them.

36 were frightened. And Jacob their father 
faid to them, me ye bereave oj my chil¬ 
dren ; Jofeph is not, and Simeon is not, 
and ye would take Benjamin : all thefe 

37 things are againfi: me. And Reuben 
fpake to his father, faying, flay two of 
my (bns if I bring him not to thee ; 
deliver him into my hand, and I will 

38 bring him back to thee. And he faid, 
my (on (hall not go down with you j for 
his brother is dead, and he is left alone, 
and milchief will befal him in the way 
which ye are going in, and ye will bring 
down my grey hairs with forrow to the 
grave. 

AND the famine was grievous in the

your brother be with you. And Ifral 6 
faid, why did you do Jo ill to tne, as to 
tell the man ye had another brother. 
And they faid, the man afked us again 7 
and again about ourfelves, and about 
our kindred, faying, is your father 
yet living ? have ye a brother ? And we 
informed him according to thofe words: 
could we any ways know that he would 
fay, bring your brother down? And 8 
Jeudeh faid to Ifral his father, fend the 
young “man with me, and we will arife 
and go and we (hall live and not die, 
both we and thou, and alfo our little ones. 

I will be furety for him, of my hand (halt 9 
thou require him ; if I do not bring him 
unto thee and fet him before thee, then 5 
let me bear the blame with thee fo* ever;

And n 
Ifral their father faid to them, if it mull

And the men took the prefent, and *5 
they took other money in their hand,

14 And Jeudeh came, and his brethren, 
into Jofeph’s houfe, and he was yet 
there ; and they fell before him to the

I. A ND thefe are the names of the 
fons of Ifral who came into Egypt 
with Jacob, they and their ®houfes came.

. 5 and Nepthali, Gad, and Afher. • And 
all the perfons who ilfued from Jacob’s 
thigh were feventy perfons.

into the midft of the fea on dry ground j 
and I, behold, I will ftrengthen the 17 
heart of the Egyptians, and they (hall 
come in after them j and I will get 
me glory on Pharoeh and all his army, 
on his chariots and on his horfe-men.

And Mofes 22 
made Ifral march from the Red fea, and 
they came out into the wildernefs of 
Sur, and they went three days in the 
wildernefs and found no water.

3 fes and Aerun in the wildernefs. And 
the children of Ifral faid to them. Oh 
that we had died by the hand of Jeho¬ 
vah in the land of Egypt,, when we fat 
by the pots of flefh “, when we did eat 
bread in plenty j for thou haft brought 
us out into this wildernefs, to kill us 
and all this 9 aflembly with hunger. 

4 And Jehovah laid to Mofes, behold, 
I will rain bread for you from heaven, 
and the people (hall go out, and gather 
the day’s demand every day, that I may 
try them, whether they will walk in 

5 my law or no. And on the fixth day 
they fhall prepare what they bring in, 
and it fhall be twice as much as they 

6 gather day by day. And Mofes and 
Aerun faid to all the children of Ifral, 
in the evening 0 ye fhall know that Jeho’- 
vah brought you out of the land of 

7 Egypt; and in the morning ye fhall fee 
the glory of Jehovah, for he heareth 
your murmurings again ft Jehovah ; and 
what are we p that ye murmur againft 

8 us ? And Mofes faid, when Jehovah

And it was in 13 
the evening, that the r quails came up, 
and covered the camp; and in the 
morning there was a fall of dew round 
about the camp. And the fall of dew 14 
went off, and behold, there was upon 
the face of the wildernefs fomething 
thinner than bran % as thin as the hoar- 
froft upon the ground. And the chil- 15 
dren of Ifral faw it, and faid one to an¬ 
other, this is a ‘peculiar thing; for they 
knew not what it was. And Mofes faia 
to them, this is the “bread which Jeho¬ 
vah giveth you to eat.

18 lefs : and they meafured it in an omer, 
and he that gathered too much had not 
the w overplus, and he that gathered too 
little did not want, every one gathered 

19 according to his eating. And Mofes 
faid, let no man leave of it till the morn- 

20 ing x . And they hearkened not unto 
Mofes, and fome of them left of it untill 
the morning, and it bred worms, and 
y flank 5 and Mofes was wrath with

And Mofes faid, this is the thing 32 
which ’ Jehovah commandeth ; fill an 
Omer of it to be kept for your genera¬ 
tions, that they may fee the bread with 
which 1 fed you in the wildernefs, when 
I brought you out from the land of 
Egypt. And Mofes faid to Aerun, take 3 3 
a pot and put therein, an omer full of 
the Manna, and lay it up before Jeho¬ 
vah to be kept for your generations, as 34 
Jehovah commanded Mofes : and Aerun 
laid it up before the f teftimony to be 

compared to alhes or thin flakes that fly from the fire, 
thinner than the hulk of corn ; in tafie, like honey-wa¬ 
fers Or frelh oils ; it was to be gathered day by day, 
and rrovifion made of it before-hana for the fabbath. It 
was bread made in the heavens above, the earth had no 
hand in it: whether it’s being thin flat cakes [for there 
is not a word of it’s being round, though of a filver co¬ 
lour like coriander-fecdj had any reference to the flat 
cakes the lamb was to be eaten with, Qu ? and alfo 
whether the fmaliuefs of this little thin flat feed may 
have the fame allufion the fmallnefs of the grain of muf- 
tard feed has in the parable.

And Mofes 
laid to him, art thou jealous for my 
fake ? would to God all the people of 
Jehovah were prophets, that Jehovah 

30 would put his fpirit upon f them. And 
Mofes withdrew to the camp, he and 
the elders of Ifral. 

31 And there went forth a wind from 
Jehovah, and fetched the quails from 
the 8 fea, and dropt them by the camp, 
about a day’s journey on this fide and 
that fide, about the camp, and about two 
cubits dijiant , on the face of the earth.

And on the morrow, all the congrega- 41 
tion of the children of Ifral, * murmured 
againft Mofes and againft Aerun, fay¬ 
ing, ye have killed the people of Jeho¬ 
vah. And when the congregation was 42 
gathered together againft Mofes and : 
againft Aerun, they looked towards the 
tent of the congregation, and behold, 
the cloud covered it, and the glory of 
Jehovah ‘ appeared. And Mofes and 43 
Aerun came before the tent of the con¬ 
gregation.

12 purification; and Jehovah faid to me, 
arife, go down quickly from hence, for 
thy people whom thou broughteft out 
of Egypt is oprrupted ; they have haftily 
turned' afidefffrom the way which thou 
commanded^, them j they have made 

13 them a molten image : and Jehovah 
faid to me, I fee this people, that be- 

14 hold, it is a ftiff-necked people j let me 
alone and I will deftroy them, and blot 
out their name from under heaven; and 
1 will make thee a nation mightier and 

15 greater than them: and I turned, and 
came down from the mount, and the 
mount burned with fire, and the two ta¬ 
bles of the purification were in my two 

16 hands. And I looked, and behold, ye 
had finned again ft Jehovah your.Aleim, 
and made you a molten calf: ye had 
quickly turned afide from the way 
which Jehovah had commanded you. 

17 And I took, the two tables, and threw 
them out of my two hands, and k brake 

18 them before your eyes. And ‘I fell down

And 1 took your fin, 2t 
the calf which ye had made, and burnt 
it with “fire, and\wore it to pieces, 
grinding it very fmall, till it was fmall 
as duft } and.I threw the duft of it into 
the brook that cometh down from the 
mount. And at Taboreh, and at Mafeh, 22 
and at Kebrut-etaveh, ye provoked Je¬ 
hovah to anger. And when Jehovah fent 2 3 
you to Kades-barno, faying, go up and 
pofiefs the land which I have given you, 
then ye rebelled againft the command¬ 
ment of Jehovah your Aleim, and 
would not truft in him, nor hearken to 
his voice: ye have been rebellious againft 24 
Jehovah from the day that I knew you. 
And I fell down before Jehpvah the forty 25 
days and the forty nights as I had fallen 
down at thefirji, for Jehovah thought to 
have deftroyed you ; and I prayed to Je- 26 
hovah, and faid, Lordjehovan, deftroy not 
thy people and thine inheritance whom 
thou haft redeemed by thy greatnefs,whom 

fame notions of the Meffiah as thejews and Mahometans 
have; but the law here tells them they forfeit the grace 
of God by it; it breaks the tables , the terms of falvation. 

The law alfo was,to be abrogated by it’s own teili- 
mony.

And whatever king hath too large a revenue,^ 
and- a {landing army, will one time or other dellroy 
himfelf and the foolilh people that lead him into the

Only be ftrong 
and very refolute and careful to do ac¬ 
cording to all the law, which Mofes my 
fervant commanded theethou (halt 

• They never pofTefled all this country, though Da- i 
vid made moft of it tributary to him ; and feveral of 
the tribes lay tipon the Mediterranean and (hared in it’s 
riches ; but the land was given conditionally, if they 
did not corrupt themfelves ; which if they did, the hea¬ 
then were to have the pofleflion cf it to provoke them to 
jealoufy ; it not being the natural feed, but the feed of 
the faith of Abrem, that was to inherit the promifes. 
b Are not perfeverance and the ilrongeft refolution 


not turn slide from it to the b right hand 
or to the left, that thou mayeft behave 
wifely in whatfoever thou goeft upon. 
The book of this law (hall not depart 8 
from thy mouth, but thou (halt read in 
it day and night, that thou mayeft be 
careful to do according to all that is 
written in it, for then thou (halt make 
thy way to profper, and then thou wilt 
behave wifely. Have not 1 commanded 9 
thee ? Be ftrong and of good courage ; be 
not difmayed, neither be call down ; for 
Jehovah thy Aleim is with thee in all 
thou goeft upon. 

And Jehofua commanded the officers of i o 
the people, faying, pafs through the ii 
hoft, and command the people, faying, 
prepare you provilions; for within three 
days ye are to pafs over this Jordan, to 
go in and pofleis the land, which Jeho¬ 
vah your Aleim hath given you to poflefs 
it. 

And to the Reubenites, and to the 
Gadites, and to the half tribe of Mena- 
feh, Jehofua fpake, faying, remember IJ 
the word which Mofes the fervant of

as obedience to the orders of the captain of our falvation,. 
enforced here, on every foul that hopes to enter the 
heavenly Canon ? though the commands to JoJbua more 
particularly concerned Jefut or the faviour . And now 
every leader under him is bound not to turn to the right 
hand or to the left y neither to add to y nor take from the 
words of life ? “ Obedience to God’s commands is the 
bcft way for governors to profper inall they do.”

Rahab receiveth 
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Chap. II. the tworjbies . 


Jehovah commanded you, faying, Jeho¬ 
vah your Aleim hath given you a fettle- 
14 ment, and given you this land. Your 
wives, your little ones, and your cattle 
fhall remain in the land which Mofes 
hath given you on this fide Jordan, but 
ye (hall pafs over in array before your 
brethren, all that are mighty men of va- 
j5 lour, and help them'; till Jehovah 
fhall have fettled them,. as he hath you, 
and they alfo ihall poflefs the land which 
Jehovah hath given them; then ye fhall 
return to the land of your pofleffion, and 
take pofleffion of it, which Mofes, the 
lervant of Jehovah, gave you on this fide 
Jordan, toward the fun-rifing d . 

16 And they anfwered Jofhua, faying, all 
that thou commanded us we will do, and 
whitherfoever thou (halt fend us we will 

17 go: according to all as we hearkened to 
Mofes, fo will we hearken to thee; 
only may Jehovah thy Aleim be with 

18 thee, as he was with Mofer. Let every 
man that rebelleth again ft thy com¬ 
mandment, and will not hearken to thy 
words, be put to death; only be ftrong, 
and of good courage. 

II. AND Jehofua the fon of Nun fent 
fecretly from Sittim two men for fpies, 
faying, go view the land and Jerichu. 
And they went and came to the houfe of 
a woman, an 'hoftefs, and her name 
2 was Rahab, and they lay there. And 
one told the king of Jerichu, faying, 
behold, fome men are come here to¬ 
night from the children of Ifral, to 
3'learch out the country. And the king 


of Jerichu fent to Rahab, faying, bring 
out the men that came to thee, who 
came into thy houfe; for they are come 
to fearch out all the country. And the 4 
woman took the two mien, and hid 
them; and fhe faid, true, there came 
men to me, but I knew not whence 
they were. And when the gate was to 5 
be fhut, when it was dark» the men 
went out; I know not whither the men 
went: purfue quickly after them; for 
ye may overtake then*. And fhe 6 
brought them up to the f roof of her 
houfe, and hid them among the rows 
of wood laid out for her upon the roof. 
And the men purfited after them the 7 
way to Jordan* untp the ferries : and 
they fhut the gate after them as foon as 
the purfucrs were gone out. 

And before they were laid down, fhe & 
came up to them upon the roof; and $ 
fhe laid to the men, I know that Jeho¬ 
vah hath given you the land, and that 
the fear of you is fallen upon us, and 
that all the inhabitants of the land meljt 
away becaufe of you. For we have 10 
heard that Jehovah dried up the waters 
of the Red fea before you,- when ye came . 
out of Egypt; and what ye did to the 
kings of the Amorites which were be¬ 
yond Jordan ; to Sihon and to Oug, 
whom ye utterly deftroyed. We heard 11 
it, and our hearts melted away, and 
there remained no more fpirit in any man 
becaufe of you; for Jehovah your 
Aleim, he is Aleim in the heavens 
above, and in the earth g beneath. And 12

And the children of Ifral did 
fo as Jehofua commanded, and they 
took up twelve ftones from the middle 
of Jordan, as Jehovah fpake to Jehofua, 
according to the number of the tribes 
of the children of Ifral, and carried 
them over with them to the lodging- 

9 place, and laid them down there. And 
Jehofua fet up twelve ftones in the mid¬ 
dle of Jordan, in the place where the 
fleet of the priefts that bare the ark of 
the purification had ftood; and they 
are there at this day. 

10 And the priefts that bare the ark 
ftood in the middle of Jordan till every 
thing was done which Jehovah com¬ 
manded Jehofua to fpeak to the people, 
according to all that Mofes commanded 
Jehofua ; then the people made hafte 

11 and pafled over. And when all the peo¬ 
ple had done pafling over, the ark of 
Jehovah and the priefts pafled on be- 

12 fore the people. And the children of 
Reuben and the children of Gad, and

13 Mofes fpake to them: about forty 
thoufand equipt for fervice pafled over 
before Jehovah to the war, into the 
commons of Jerichu.

And the children of Ifral encamped in 10 
Gilgal, and offered the halt-facrince on 
the fourteenth day of the fir ft month, 
at evening, in the commons of Jerichu.

And thus our Lord 
died on Friday evening, which was the beginning of 
their (ecclefiaftical) Saturday, and arofe on Sunday 
morning, and fo on the morrow after the paffover .

And the inhabitants of Giboun heard 3 
what Jehofua had done to Jerichu and to 
Oi . and they went to work with fubtilty 4 
alfo, and went and made as if they were 
ambafiadors, and took old facks upon 
their afles, and ’ bottles of wine, old, 
and cracked, and bound up ; and Ihoes 5 
qld and patched upon their feet, and 
old cloaths upon them; and all the 
bread of their _proVifion was dry and 
r mouldy. And they.wept.to Jehofua to 6 
the camp at Gilgal, „ and faid to him 
and to the men of Ifral, we are come 
from a far country, and now cut a puri¬ 
fication for us.

XXII. THEN Jehofuacalled the Reubenites,

2 Menafeh, and faid to them, ye have 
kept all that Mofes ,the fervant of Je¬ 
hovah commanded you, and ye have 
obeyed my voice in all that I com- 

3 manded you : ye have not forfaken your 
brethren thefe many days to this day, 
and ye have kept the charge of the com* 
mandments of Jehovah your Aleim. 

4 And now Jehovah your Aleim hath

And the children of Reuben, and the 9 
children of Gad, and half of the tribe 
of Menafeh returned, and went away 
from the children of Ifral, from Shileh, 
which is in the land of Canon, to go to 
the land of Gilod, to the land of their 
pofleflion, of which they were put in pof¬ 
fefiion, according to the command of . 
Jehovah by Mofes. 

And they came to the borders of 10 
Jordan, which are in the land of Ca¬ 
non ; and the children of Reuben, and 
the children of Gad, and the half tribe 
of Menafeh built there an altar by Jor¬ 
dan, a great altar to fight. 

And the children of Ifral heard fay, 11 
behold, the children of Reuben, and 
the children of Gad, and the half tribe 
of Menafeh have built an altar over 
againft the land of Canon, at the bor¬ 
ders of Jordan, over againft the children 
of Ifral. And when the children of Ifral 12 
heard of it, all the congregation of the 
children of Ifral gathered together to 
Shileh, to go up to war againft them. 
And the children of Ifral fent to the 13 
children of Reuben, and’ to the children 
of Gad, and to the half tribe of Me¬ 
nafeh, into the land of Gilod, Phinehas 
the fon of Alozer the prieft, and ten of 14 
the chiefs with him, one chief for each 
houfe of a father, throughout all the 
tribes of Ifral; and each of them was the 
head man of the houfe of their fathers 
among, the thoufands of Ifral. And 15 
they came to the children of Reuben, 

they had acknowledged their light tothe whole country 
by living as fervants under them ; and as Ifral finned, 
they became lords over them : for God knoweth no¬ 
thing of partial favour, or of a prcdeJUnatiorij which is 
arbitrary, and hath no regard to the faith and obedience 
of the parties.

And he went up 
from thence to Penual, and fpake to 
them after the lame manner ; and the 
men of r Peirual anfwered him as the men 

g of r Succut had anfwered. And he fpake to 
the men of Penual alfo, faying, when I 
return in peace, I will * break down this 
tower. 

l0 And Zebah and Jalmeno were at Kar- 
kar, and their forces with them, about 
fifteen thoufand, all that were left of the 
whole army of the children of the eaft ; 
and they that fell were an hundred and 
twenty thoufand mea that drew the 
fword l ., 

j j And Gidoun went up by the way of 
them that are “fettled in tents to the eaft 
of Nebah and Igbeeh, and fmote the 

12 camp, for the camp was fecure. And 
Zebah and Jalmeno fled j and he pur- 
fued after them, and took the two kings

Succut, and the elders of it, feventy and 
feven men. And he came to the men 15 
of Succut, and faid, behold, Zebah and 
Jalmeno with whom ye upbraided me, 
faying, is now the hand of Zebah and 
Jalmeno in thy hand, that we fhould give 
bread to thy men that are weary ? And he 16 
took the elders of the city, and thorns 
of the wildernefs, and briers, and with 
them he w tortured the men of Succut. 
And he beat down the tower of Penual, 17 
and flew the men of the city. 

And he faid to Zebah and Jalmeno, 18 
what manner of perfons were thoje whom 
ye killed at Tabur ? an<J they faid, fuch 
as thou art, were they, each one x looked 
like the fon of a king. And he faid, 19 
they were my brothers, fons of my mo¬ 
ther } as Jehovah liveth, had ye faved 
them alive, I would not have killed • 
y you. And he faid to Jeter his flrft- 20’ 
born, *arife, kill them ; but the youth 
drew not his fword •, for he was afraid; 
for he was yet a youth. And Zebah 21 
and Jalmeno faid, arife thou, and fall 
upon us j for as a man is, fo is his 
ftrength. And Gidoun arofe, and flew 
Zebah and Jalmeno, and took the a cref-

23 dinites. But Gidoun faid to them, I will 
neither rule over you, nor (hall my fon 
rule over you j Jehovah (hall rule over 

24 you. And Gidoun faid to them, I will 
alk a requeft: of you, that ye would 
give me, each to you the b rings of his 
prey ; for they had rings of gold, be- 

25 caufe they were Khmoalites. And they 
faid, we will certainly give them ; and 
they fpread a garment, and threw thi¬ 
ther every one the rings of his prey. 

26 And the weight of the rings of gold 
which he requefted, was a thoufand 
and (even hundred of gold; befides the 
erefcents, and the pendants, and the 
purple garments which were upon the 
kings of Midin, and befides the chains 
which, were upon the necks of their ca- 

2j mels.' And Gidoun made an c ephod of 
it, and put it in his own city, in 
Opreh , and all Ifral went a whoring 
after it there; and it became a fnare to 
Gidoun, and to his houfe. 

28 Thus was Midin fubdued by the chil¬ 
dren of Ifral, fo that they lifted up their 
heads no more. And the land had reft 
forty years in the days of Gidoun d . 

29 And Jerebaol the fon of Jualh went

And his concubine who was 31 
in Sechem, fhpalfo bare him a fon, and 
he gave him the name of 1 Abime- 
lech. 

And Gidoun the fon of Jualh died in 32 
a good old age; and was buried in the 
fepulchre of Juafh his father, in Opreh 
of the Abi-ozerites. And as foon.as Gi- 33 
doun was dead, the children of Ifral turn¬ 
ed, and went a whoriqg after the Baols ; 
and they fet them up g Baol-berit for ' 
Aleim. And the children of Ifral re- 34, 
membered not Jehovah their Aleim, 
who delivered them out of the h^nd 
of their enemies roundabout; h nei- 3$ 
ther (hewed they kindnels to the houfe of 
Jerebaol, that is Gidoun, according to all 
the goodnefs which he had done to Ifral, 

AND Abimelech the fon of Jerebaol IX. 
went to Sechem to his mother’s bre¬ 
thren, and talked with them, and with 
all the family of the houfe of his mother’s 
father, faying, fpeak, I pray you, in 2 
the ears of all the men of Sechem, which 
is bed for you, that feventy perfons 
(hould rule over you, even all the fons 
of Jerebaol, or that one man (hould rule 
over you ? and remember that I am 
your bone and your fle(h. And his 3 
mother’s brethren fpake of him in the 
ears of all the. men of Sechem all thefe 
words: and their heart inclined towards 
Abimelech ; for they faid, he is our bro-

5 And he came to his father’s houfe at 
Opreh, and killed his brethren the 
fon’s of Jerebaol, being feventy men, 
upon one (lone j but Jutham the youngeft 
fon of Jerebaol was left; for he hid 

6 himfelf. And all the men of Sechem, 
and all the houfe of Milua gathered to¬ 
gether to Sechem, and went and made 
Abimelech king at the ‘oak of the pillar 
which is in Sechem. 

7 And they told Jutham, and he went 
and flood on the top of mount Gerizim ; 
and he lift up his voice, and cried, and 
faid to them, hearken to me ye men of 
Sechem, that'the Aleim may hearken to 

8 you. The trees went forth to anoint a 
king over them, and they faid to the 

9 olive-tree, reign thou over us. But the 
olive-tree faid to them, fhallT forfake 
my fatnefs, by which they k honour the 
Aleim and men, and go to wander after 

10 the trees. And the trees faid to the fig- 

11 tree, come, reign thou over us. But 
the fig-tree faid to them, fhall I forfake 
my fweetnefs and my good fruit, to go 

12 to wander after the trees ? And the trees 
faid to the vine, come, reign thou over 

13 us. But the vine faid to them, fhall I 
forfake my vine, which rejoiceth the 
Aleim and men, and go to wander after 

14 the trees? And all the trees faid to the 
bramble, come, reign thou over us. 

15 And the bramble faid to the trees, if in 
truth ye anoint me king over you, 
come, fhelter under my fhadow j but if 
not, let a fire come out of the 1 bramble,

and confume the cedars of Lebanun. 
And now, if ye have done truly and up- 16 
rightly in that ye have made Abimelech 
king; and if ye have done well by Jere¬ 
baol and his houfe, and have done to 
him according to the deferving of his 
hands ; fince my father fought for you, 17 
and threw his life before him, and deli¬ 
vered you out of the hand of Midin ; 
but ye have rifen up againft my father’s 1$ 
houfe this day, and have killed his fons, 
even feventy men, upon one ftone, and 
have made Abimelech the fon of his fer- 
vant-maid king over the men of Sechem, 
becaufe he is your brother;—Now, if ye 19 
have dealt truly and uprightly with Je¬ 
rebaol, and with his houfe this day, 
may ye rejoice in Abimelech, and may 
he alfo rejoice in you ; but if not, let a 20 
fire come out of Abimelech and confume 
the men of Sechem, and the houle of 
Milua; and let a fire come out of the 
men of Sechem, and the houfe of Milua, 
and confume Abimelech. And Jutham 21 
fled, and made his efcape, and went to 
Bar, and dwelt there, from the face of 
Abimelech his brother. 

And Abimelech ruled over Ifral, 22 
three m years. And the Aleim fentan23 
evil fpirit between Abimelech and the 
men of Sechem; and the men of Sechem 
proved falfe to Abimelech, that the vio- 24 
lence done to the feventy fons of Jerebaol, 
m igh t come,an d their blood be laid on A bi- 
melech their brother, who flew them; and 
upon the men of Sechem, who flreng- 
thened his hands to flay his brethren. And 25 
the men of Sechem let liers-in-w'ait for 
him, upon the tops of the mountains, and 
they robbed all that pafled by them on 

by ufurping a power they had no right to ; and the 
bramble is the baftard Abimelech, worthlefs in him-' 
felf, and vyho could do his people no good, and whom 
they had not in truth , not for any good purpofes, but 
wickedly, fet up for a king* .

And 
in the morning, as foon as the fun is 
up, arife, and fet upon the city: and 
behold, when he and the people that are

And Abimelech and all the people 34 
that were with him arofe by night, 
and lay in wait againft Sechem, in four 
parties. And Gaol the fon of Obed 3 $ 
went out, 1 and ftood at the door of the 
gate of the city ; and Abimelech and the 
people that were with him “ arofe from 
the ambufeade. And Gaol faw the 36 
people, and faid to Zabel, behold, 
there are people coming down from the 
tops of the mountains.

4 6 And when all the men of the tower of 
Sechem heard it, they went into the

was told Abimelech that all the men of 
the tower of Sechem were gathered to- 

48 gether. And Abimelech went up to 
mount Jalmun, he and all the people 
that were with him j and Abimelech 
took an ax in his hand, and cut down 
a bough from the trees, and lifted it 
up, and laid it on his fhoulder, and 
faid to the people who were with him,

And Abimelech 5 2 
came to the tower, and fought againft 
it, and came near to the door of the 
tower to burn it with fire. And c a wo- 53 
man threw a piece of a mill-ftone upon 
Abimelech’s head, and brake his c Ikull. 
And he called haftily to the young man 54 
his armour-bearer, and faid to him, 
draw thy fword and kill me, left they 
fay of me, a woman killed him j and 
his young man run him through, and 
he died. And the men of Ifrai faw that 55 
Abimelech was dead, and they returned 
every one to his d place. 

Thus the Aleim returned the wick- 5 & 
ednefs of Abimelech, which he did to 
his father, in killing his feventy bre¬ 
thren ; and all the wickednefs of the 57- 
men of Sechem did the Aleim return 
upon their heads: and upon them 
came the curfe of Jutham the fon of 
Jerebaol. 

AND after Abimelech there rofe up X, 
to fave Ifrai Tulo the fon of Puaeh, the 
fon of Duau, a man of Iflacher, who 
dwelt in Samir, in mount Ephrim, 2 
And he judged Ifrai twenty and three 
years. And he died, and was buried in 
c Samir. 

And after him rofe up Jair the Gi- 3 
lodite, and he judged Ifrai twenty and 
two years f . And he had thirty fons who 4 
rode on thirty afles } and they had thirty 
cities, which are called to this day

6 in Kamun. And the children of Ifral 
again did evil in the fight of Jehovah, 
and ferved Baolim and Oflerut, and the 
Aleim of Syria, and the Aleim of Sidon, 
and the Aleim of Moab, and the Aleim 
of the children of Amun, and the 
Aleim of the Philiflines, and forfook 
Jehovah, and h did not ferve him. 

7 And die anger of Jehovah was kindled 
againfi Ifral, and he fold them into the 
hand of the Philiflines, and into the 

8 hands of the children of Amum And 
they opprefied the children of Ifral, and

4 place again. And when they arofe the 
next day in the morning, behold, Da¬ 
gun was fallen upon his face to the 
ground before the ark of Jehovah ; and 
the head of Dagun and both the palms 
of his hands were cut off upon the thref- 
hold i only * the filhy part remained to 

5 him. Therefore the priefts of Dagun, 
and all who come into the houfe of Da¬ 
gun, do not tread upon the threfhold of 

6 Dagun in Afhdud to this day. And the 
hand of Jehovah was heavy upon the 
A£hdudites, and he deftroyed them, and 
fmote them with biles*, even Aftidud 

7 and the coafts thereof. And when the 
men of Aftidud faw, that it was fo, they 
faid, the ark of the Aleim of Ifral fhall 
not abide with us; for his hand is hard 
upon us, and upon Dagun our •* Aleim. 

$ And they fent and gathered all the lords 
of the Philiftines to them, and faid, what 
fliall we do with the ark of the Aleim of 
Ifral ? and ’they faid, let the ark of the 
Aleim of Ifral be carried round to Gath: 

* It appeat* that this image .was partly bsonem and 
partly JiJby ; the bead and bands of a man denoted know 
ledge and power j but the heavens their God, have nei¬ 
ther knowledge nor power before Jehovah ; though the 
heavens under him do give plenty .

which reafon and nature fuggefted to De agreeable to the 
heat and warmth of Dame Nature, and her operations in 
the heavens above, and in the earth and feas below : and 
all this was forwarded by the corrupt inclinations of the 
natural man, and an imagination let loofe from reftraint.

and they carried round the ark of the 
Aleim of Ifral. But after they had 9 
brought it round, the hand of Jehovah 
was upon the city with a very great dif- 
order, and he fmote the men of the city, 
both fmall and great; and biles arofe 
upon them. And they fent the ark of 10 
tne Aleim to Okrun j and when the ark 
of the Aleim was come to Okrun, the 
Okrunites cried out, faying, they have 
brought round the ark of the Aleim of 
Ifral to us r , to bring death upon us and 
our people. And they fent and gathered 11 
together all the lords of the Philiftines, 
and faid, fend away the ark of the Aleim 
of Ifral, and let it return to it’s place, 
that it kill not us and our people; for 
there was a mortal diforder through the 
whole city ; the hand of Jehovah was 
very heavy there. Aud the men that iz 
did not die, were fmitten with the biles; 
and the cry of the city went up to the 
heavens *. 

AND the ark of Jehovah was in the VI. 
country of the Philiftines ieven months; 
And the Philiftines called for the priefts 2 
and the diviners, faying, what (hall we 

bend, fuch biles, as that loathfome diftemper, the prod u& 
and juft punifhment of wandering, intemperate luft, 
throws out in white heads, called buboes , which were 
to denote the filthinefs of their wandering luft, as a 
church or daughter of God ; and now to punifh them 
for it. Their puniftunent denoted their crime ; as that 
of their God or Idol did the folly of aferibing wifdom 
or power to him when Jehovah was prefent by his re* 
prefentatives the Cherubim . Their cfiurch had played 
the harlot againft the true God, and were infe&ed and 
poifoned in their blood ; and the venom was the more 
venomous in proportion to their prefumption and im¬ 
pudence in committing their lewdnefs in the very pre- 
fence of the injured hufband. Pfalm lxxviii. 66.

And the five lords.of the Philiftines faw 16 
it, and returned to Okrun that day. And 17

Philiftines returned for a trefpafs-offer- 
ing to Jehovah: for Afhdud, one; for 
Gaza, one ; for Alkelun, one ; for 

18 Gath, one ; for Okrun, one : and the 
golden mice according to the number of 
all the cities of the Philiftines, belonging 
to the five lords ; from the fenced cities 
to the open village j even to * Abel-ega- 
duleh, (where they fet down the ark of 
Jehovah \fo called to this day, in the ground 
of Jehofua the Bith-lhemefhite. 

19 And he fmote the men of Bith-fhe- 
roelh, becaufe they, looked upon the ark 
of Jehovah ; and he fmote of the people 
fifty thoufand and feventy perfons ; and 
the people mourned y , becaufe Jehovah 
had fmitten the people with a great 

20 ftroke. And the men of 3 ith-fhemefh 
faid, who will be able to ftand before 
this holy Jehovah Aleim ? and to whom 
fhall it go up from us *? 

21 And they fent meffengers to the In¬ 
habitants of * Kerit-jorim, faying, the 
Philiftines have brought back the ark of

leems to have been moving the arlc without it's proper 
covering, and not by the proper perfoiw; and this 
ftroke raifed the proper reverence for the ark, and the 
myftery in it ; but that all died who were fmitten, is fa 
far from being faid, that the contrary is implied in the 
mention of the folemn mourning, which never failed of 
mercy. See Gen. xii. 17.

AND the men of Kerit-jorim came, VII. 
and fetched up the ark of Jehovah,, and 
brought it to the houfe of Abinadab in 
the Hill ; and they fan&ified Alozer his 
fon b to keep the ark of Jehovah. And 2 
from the time the ark was placed at 
Kerit-jorim, the days were many, for 
they were c twenty years j and all the 
houfe oflfral lamented after Jehovah. 

And Samual jpoke to all the houfe of 3: 
Ifral d , faying, if ye are returning to Je¬ 
hovah with all your heart, remove the 
Aleim of the Granger from among you, 
and the Ofterut, and fix your hearts on 
Jehovah, and ferve him only, and he 
will deliver you out of the hand of the 
Philiftines. And the children of Ural 4 
did put away the Baolim and the Ofte- 
rut, and ferved Jehovah only. And 5 
Samual faid, gather all Ifral to Mijpeh, 
and I will pray for you to Jehovah'. And 6 
they gathered together to Mijpeh, and 

fays St. Peter to Chrift, Luke v. 8. la the fame fpirit of 
holy fear is the above fpoken ; and we fee the great ftroke 
anlwered the end of Providence, and filled their hearts 
with the fears of his hojy name; and we may juftly 
prefume, the fepurge was then removed ; and we need 
neither alter the text and make a new feripture, nor 
charge God foolilhly, if we attend to the circumftances

And the men of Ifral went out 
of Mijpeh and purfued after the Phi¬ 
liftines, and fmote them to below Bith- 
12 car 1 .

they negle&ed to pay the half-fhekel, and to attend at 
the facrifices, their fin would be open and vifiblc, 
and the punifhment appear to be juft, and the warning 
to others effectual. Idolatry, and all its diabolical 
rites, its various kinds of cruelty and lufls, were al¬ 
ways creeping in upon them.; there were more than 
an hundred and fifty thoufand of the remains of the 
feven nations among them, 2 Chr. H. 17, who were, 
in the general, the forwardeft in all fuch apoftafier 
from the true.faith ; and the example of the bordering* 
nations, and their neceflary communication with 
them, would fpread the infe&ion among them. The 
rod was often infli&ed in order to amendment 
and very often they were punifhed by thofe very 
heathens , whofe wickednefs they imitated, that 
like the eaflern chriftian churches, they migh^read 
their dime in their punifhment.

And his fervants faid to him, 
let them feek out for my lord the king 
a young virgin,, and let her Hand before 
the king, and be always about him, and 
lie in thy bofom, that my lord the king 

3 may get warmth. And they fought for 
a fair young woman through all the 
coaft of Ifral,. and found Abilhag the 
Shunamite,. and they brought her to the 

4 king. And the young woman was very 
fair, and (he became a con flan t attendant 
on the king, and miniftered to him ; 
but the king b knew her not. 

5 Then Adonijeh the fon of Hagith 
exalted himfelf, faying, I will be king; 
and he provided him chariots, and 
horfes,.and fifty men to run before him. c 

6 And his father did not check him at any 
time, faying, why doeft thou do fo ?

And king Solomon 23 
fware by Jehovah, faying, fo let the 
Aleim do to me, and more, if Adonijeh 
have not fpoken this thing againft his 
own life. And now, as Jehovah liveth, 24 
who hath eftablilhed me, and fet me on 
the throne of David my father, and 
who hath' made me an houfe, as he pro- 
mifed, Adonijeh (hall be put to death 
this day. * And king Solomon fent by 25 
the hand of tBenieu the fon of Jeuido, 
and he fell upon him, and he died. 

And to Abiather the prieft the king 26 
faid, go to Onatat to thy fields ; for 
thou k deferveft death; but I will not put

4 Adonijeh was guilty of death by the law : but 
what had Abiather and Joab done in this affair ? why 
likely nothing ; at lead nothing frefh is charged upon 
them ; but Solomon had not fworn to them as he had to 


Adonijeh ; he only forbore them, and might punifh 
them for their treafon againft himfelf when heplcafetl. 
They very well knew that Jehovah had appointed 
Solomon the fuccefTor, and fo flood guilty of high 
treafon. That Joab thought himfelf juftly in danger, 
appears by his not pleading any thing when at the 
altar, and we may naturally fuppofe that Solomon had 
juft reafon, after what had happened, to keep^a 
watchful eye on thefc great and eminent men, who had 
profeHed themfelves his enemies the high prieft and ths 
military power oppofing Solomon, as they did Clirift.

though he did not turn alide after Abfa- 
luin j Joab fled to the tent of Jehovah, 
and caught hold on the horns of the 

29 altar. And it was told king Solomon 
that Joab was fled to the tent of Jeho¬ 
vah ; and behold, he is by the altar j and 
Solomon fent Benieu the fon of Jeuido, 

30 faying, go, fall on him. And Benieu 
came to the tent of Jehovah, and faid to 
him thus faith the king, come forth; 
And he faid, nay, but I will die here. And 
Benieu brought the king word, laying, 
thus faid Joab, and thus he anfwered me. 

31 And the king faid to him, do as he hath 
faid, and fall upon him, and m bury him ; 
and take away the innocent blood, which 
Joab filed, from me and from my 

32 father’s houfe : and Jehovah fhall turn 
his blood upon his own head, becaufe 
he fell.upon two men, n righteous, and 
better than himfelf, and flew them with 
the fvvord, and my father David knew 
not of it y namely Abner the fon of Ner,

■ And Solomon’s provifion for one day 22 
were thirty 1 cor of fine flower, and 
fixty cor of meal ; ten fat oxen, and 23 
twenty oxen from the paflure, and an 
hundred fheep ; befide harts and roe¬ 
bucks and antelopes, and what were 
corn-fed in flails. For he had dominion 24 
,pver all on this fide the river, from 
Tapfah even to Gazah, over all the 
kings on this fide the river ; and he had 
peace on all Tides round about him. 
And Jeudeh and lira! dwelt in m fecurity, 2$ 
every man under his vine, and under 
his fig - tree, from Dan even toBar-fhebo, 
all the days of Solomon. 

And Solomon had " forty thoufand 26 
flails for the horfes of his chariots and 
of his twelve thoufand horfemen. And 27 
thofe officers provided for king Solomon,

ftandeth the cutting of trees like the 
u Sidonians. 

And when Hiram heard the words 7 
of Solomon, he rejoyced greatly, and 
faid, blefied be Jehovah this day, who 
hath given to David wife fon, to be 
over this great people. And Hiram 8 
fent to Solomon, faying, I confent to 
all which thou haft fent to me about; 

I will do all thou defireft for w cedar- 
trees and fir-trees. My fervants fhall g 
bring them down from Lebanun to the 
fea, and I will convey them by fea, 
by x rates, to the place which thou (halt 
appoint to me; and I will difeharge 
them there ; and thou (halt take them ; 
and thou lhalt fatisfy me in giving y food 
for my houfehold.- And Hiram gave to 10 
Solomon cedar-trees and fir-trees, what¬ 
ever he defired. And Solomon gave 11 
Hiram 1 twenty thoufand cor of wheat 
for the fupport of his houfe, and twenty 
cor of pure oil; thus gave Solomon to 
Hiram year by year. And Jehovah xz 
gave Solomon wifdom, as he promifed 
him : and there was peace between 
Hiram and Solomon ; and they two cut 
a purification together. 

And king Solomon raifed a levy out 13 
of all Ifral, and the levy was thirty 
thoufand men. And he fent them to 14 
Lebanun, ten thoufand a month by

And he overlaid the whole 22 
houfe with gold till he had finilhed all 
the houfe; and the whole * altar which 
was by the oracle he overlaid with gold.

And the wing of one che- 24 
rub was five cubits; and the wing of the 
other cherub was five cubits j ten cubits 
from one extremity of their wings to the 
other extremity of their wings. And 25 
the other cherub was ten cubits j both 
the cherubs were of one meafure and one 
fize. The height of one cherub was 26 
ten cubits, and fo was it of the c other 
cherub. And he fet the cherubs in the 27 
middle of the inner houfe j and the 
wings of the cherubs were ftretched out 
fo that the wing of one touched the wall, 
and the wing of the other cherub touched 
the other wall j and their wings in the • 
middle of the houfe touched, wing to 
wing d .

And all the 5 
openings, and the door-pofts were 
fquare, fronting and oppofite, window 
againft window, three times. 

And he made a porch of pillars, fifty 6 
cubits was it’s length, and thirty cubits 
it’s breadth; and a porch before them, 
and pillars and a beam before them u .

the double-faced Janus on the doors of the heathen 
temples.

king Solomon,, and all the congregation 
of Ifral that were affembled to him,- 
were with him before the ark, facri- 
ficing fheep and oxen which could not 
be told nor numbered for multitude. 

And the priefts brought-in the ark of 6 
the- purification of Jehovah into it’s- 
place, into’the p oracle of the houfei 
into the holy of holies, under the wings 
of the q cherubs. For the cherubs 
fpread out their wings over the place of 
the ark ; and the cherubs r covered the- 
ark, and k’s- poles above. And the 8’ 
poles were drawn forth, and the ends of 
the poles were feen from the holy 
* place, before the oracle, but were not 
feen without, and they are there at this 
day. There was nothing in the ark but 9 5 
the two tables of ftone which Mofes- 
put there at Horeb, of what Jehovah* 
‘cut with the children of Ifral when* 
they came out of the land of Egypt. 

And when the priefts came “-out of the- *°' 
holy place, the cloud filled the houfe- 
of Jehovah. And the priefts were not 1 £ 
able to ftay to minifter,. becaufe of the

And Solomon c ftopd before the altar 22 
of Jehovah, in the prefence of all the 
congregation of Ifral, and he fpread 
forth his hands towards the heavens, 
and he faid, Jehovah, Aleim of Ifral, 23 
there is no Aleim like thee in the hea¬ 
vens above, or in the eartjr beneath, who 
obferveft the terms of purification aod 
mercy with thy fervants who walk be¬ 
fore thee with all their heart; who haft 24 
kept with thy fervant David my father 
what thou didft promife him; and as 
thou fpakeft with thy mouth haft ful¬ 
filled with thy hand, as this day.

And he flood up and 55 
blefled all the congregation of Ifral with 
a loud voice, faying, blefled is Jehovah, 56 
who hath given reft to hi^ people Ifral, 
according to all that he promifedj there 
hath not failed one thing of all his good 
word which he fpake by the hand of 
Mofes his fervant. Jehovah our Aleim 57 
be with us, as he was with our fathers ;

On that day the king 
Sanctified the middle of the court that 
was before the houfe of Jehovah ; for he 
offered there the burnt-offering and the 
bread-offering, and the fat of the peace- 
offerings : for the brafen ** altar, which 
was before Jehovah, was too little to 
hold the burnf-offering, and the bread¬ 
offering, and the fat of the peace-offer- 

65 ings. And at that time Solomon kept 
the feaft, and all Ifral with him, a 
great affembly, from the -going in to 
Hamath unto the valley of Egypt, be¬ 
fore Jehovah our Aleim, feven days 
and feven days, even 1 fourteen days. 

66 On the eighth day he fent the people 
away j and they bleffed the king, and 
went to their tents joyful and glad of 
heart, for all the goodncfs that Jehovah 
had fhewn to David his fervant, and to 
his people Ifral.

David thy father walked, with a 'per¬ 
fect heart, and in uprightnefs, to do 
according to all that 1 have commanded 
thee, and wilt keep my ftatutes and 
my judgements, then I will eftablifh 5" 
the throne of thy kingdom over Ifral 
for ever, “as I promifed to David thy - 
father, faying, there Shall not be one 
wanting to thee w upon the throne of 
Ifral. If ye fhali turn away, ye and 6 
your children from following me, and 
will not keep my commandments, my 
ftatutes which I have fet before you, 
but go and ferve other Aleim, and wor¬ 
ship them ; then will 1 cut Ifral off from 7 
the face of the land which I have given 
them j and this houfe which 1 have 
fan&ified for my name will I caft out 
of my fight ", and Ifral (hall become a 
* proverb and a by-word among all 
nations: and at Y this houfe, which is 8 
high, every one that paffeth by Shall be 
aftonilhed, and hifs; and they fliall 
fay, *why hath Jehovah done thus to 
this land and to this houfe ? And they 9 
{hall anfwer, becaufe they forfook Je- . 
hovah their Aleim, who brought forth 
their fathers out of the land of Egypt, 
and held fall to other Aleim, and wor- 
lhipped, and ferved them; therefore 
hath Jehovah brought upon them all 
this evil; 

And at the end of twenty years, that io 
Solomon was building the two houfes, 
the houfe of Jehovah and the king's 
houfe, Hiram king of Tyre having i r 
furnilhed Solomon with cedar-trees,

to ell his defire; then king Solomon gave 
to Hiram twenty cities in the land of 

12’Galilee. And Hiram came out of 
Tyre to fee the cities which Solomon 
had given him, and they did not pleafe 

13 him. And he faid, what cities are 
thefe which thou halt given me, my 
brother ? And he called them the land 

14 of b Cabul to this day. And Hiram 
fent to the king c an hundred and twenty 
talents of gold. 

15 And this was the reafen of the levy 
which king Solomon raifed to build 
the houfe of Jehovah and his own 
houfe, and Melua, and the walls of Je- 
rufalem, and Hajer, and Megidu, and 

16 Gezer. Pharoeh king of Egypt came 
up, and took d Gezer, and burnt it’with 
fire, and flew the Canonites that dwelt 
in the city, and gave it for a prefent to 

17 his daughter, Solomon’s wife. And 
Solomon built Gezer, and Bith-haran 

18 the lower, and Bolet, and ’Tamer by 

19 the wildernefs, in the land, and all 
the flore-cities which Solomon bad, and 
the cities for the chariot men, and the 
cities for the horfemen ; and whatever 
Solomon dclired to build in Jerufalem, 
and in f Lebanun, and in all the land 

20 under his dominion. All the people 
that were left of the Amorites, the 
Hetites, the Periz'ites, the HiVitfes, and

the Jcbufites, who were not of the 
children of Ifral, their children which 21 
were left after them in the land, whom 
the children of Ifral E could not utterly 
deftroy, upon them did Solomon h raife 
a levy of fervants to this h day. But 22 
of the children of Ifral did Solomon 
make no fervants; for they were men 
of war, and his own fervants, and his 
captains, and his 1 guards ; and captains 
of his chariot-men and of his horfe¬ 
men. Thefe are the chiefs over thofe 23 
that were fet over Solomon’s work, k five 
hundred and fifty who commanded the 
people that wrought in the work. 

And Pharoeh’s daughter came up 24 
from the city of David to her houfe 
which he had buik for her ; then he 
built Melua. ‘ - 

And Solomon offered up ” three 23 
times in a year burnt-offerings and 
peace-offerings upon the altar which he 
built to Jehovah, and burnt incenfe 
upon that which is before Jehovah; and 
he finifhed the houfe. 

And king Solomon built n fhip at 26 
Ojiun geber, which is by Ailut, on the 
fhore of the Red fea, in the land of 
Edom.

X. AND the queen of Sheba heard of 
the fame of Solomon, for the p name of 
Jehovah, and {he.came to try him with

with a very great train of camels that 
bare fpices and ‘gold, a great quantity, 
and precious (tones; and (he came to Solo¬ 
mon, and fpake to him all that was in her 

3 heart. And Solomon told her all her quef- 
tions j there was not any thing hidden from 
the king, which he told her not. And when 

4 the queen of Sheba faw all the wifdom of 
Solomon, and the houfe which he had 
built, and the provilions for his table, 
and the fitting of his ‘fervants, and the 
attendance of his, waiting-men, and 
their cloathing, and his “llewards, and 

' his burnt-offerings which he offered at 
the houfe of Jebovah, there was w no 

6 more breath in her. And (he faid to 
the king, the thing was truth which I 
heard in my own country of thy affairs 

7 and of thy wifdom j but I believed not 
the things till I came, and my eyes faw 
them : and behold, the half was not told 
me : thy x wifdom and profperity exceed 

8 the fame which I heard. Happy are thy 
men; happy are thefe thy fervants, who 
(land before thee continually, hearing 

9 thy wifdom. Blelfed be Jehovah thy

And he offered upon the altar 33 
which he had made at Bith-al, in the 
eighth month, in the month which he had 
devifed of himfelf only; and ordained a 
feaft for the children of Ifral, and of¬ 
fered upon the altar, w and burnt in- 
cenfe. . 

AND behold, a man of the Aleim XIII; 
came from Jeudeh, by the word of Je¬ 
hovah, to Bith-al and Jereboam was 
ftanding by the altar to burn incenfe. 

And he cried to the altar by the word of 2 
Jehovah, and faid, O altar, altar, thus 
laith Jehovah, a child fhall be born 
to the houfe of David, Jafieu his 
name, who fhall flay upon thee the 
priefts of the high places, that burnt 
incenfe upon thee j and men’s bones 
fhall be burnt upon thee. And he gave 3 _ 
a fign the fame day, faying, this is the 
fign which Jehovah hath fpoken j behold,

19 And the reft of the a<fts of Jere¬ 
boam, how he warred, and how 
he reigned, behold, they arc written 
in the books of the Chronicles of

reigned in his ftead.

27 And Botha the fon of Ahijeh, of 
the houfe of Iffacher, confpired againll 
him j and Botha fmote him at b Gi- 
betu.n which bclongeth to the Philiftines j 
for Nadab and all Ifral were befieging 

28 Gibetun. And Botha flew him in 
the third year of Afa king of Jeudeh, 

29 and reigned in his Head. And when he 
reigned, he fmote all the houfe of Jere¬ 
boam, he left not any foul to Jereboam 
till he had deftroyed him, according to 
the word of Jehovah, which he fpake 
by the hand of his c fervant .Ahijeh the

of Jehovah, and walked in the way of 
Jereboam, and his in fins which he 
made Ifral to fin. 

AND the word of Jehovah came to XVL 
Jehua the fon of Hanni, againft Botha,

12 nor his friends; And Zimri deftroyed 
all the houfe of Bofha, according to 
the word of Jehovah which he fpake 
againft Bofha by the hand of Jehua the 

13 prophet; becaufe of all the fins of Bofha, 
and the fins of Aleh his fon which they 
finned, and which they caufed Ifral tofin, to 
provoke Jehovah the Aleim of Ifral with 

14 their g vanities. And the reft of the adts 
of Aleh, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Ifral ? 

15 In the twenty-feventh year of Afa 
king of Jeudeh did Zimri reign feven 
days in Tirjeh. And the people were en¬ 
camped againft h Gibetun which belonged

And Omri and all Ilral with 17 
him went up from Gibetun, and be- 
fieged Tirjeh. And when Zimri faw 18 
that the city was taken, he went into 
the high, turret of the king’s houfe, and 
burnt the king’s houfe with fire over 
him, and died, for his fins which he 19 
finned in doing evil in the fight of Jeho¬ 
vah, in walking in the way of Jereboam, 
and in his fins which he did to make' 
Ifral fin. And the reft of the a£ts of 20

Then were the people of Ifral divided 21

for he took to wife Jezebel, the daughter

In his days Hial the Bith-alite built 34 
Jerichu: in Abiram his firft-born he 
laid the foundation of it, and in Shagib 
his youngeft he fet up it’s gates, ac¬ 
cording to the word of Jehovah, which 
he ipake by the hand of q Jehofua thp 
fon of Nun. 

AND Alijeh the Tifhbite, of the XVII. 
Tiflibites of Gelod, faid to Ahab, as 
Jehovah th&Aleim of Ifral liveth, r before 
whom I ftand, * there lhall be neither 
dew nor rain thefe years, but according 
to my word. And the word of Jeho- 2 
vah came to him, faying, get thee 3 
hence, and turn thee eaftward, and hide 
by the brook Cherith, which is before 
Jordan. And thou (halt drink of the 4 
brook ; and I have commanded the 
ravens to feed thee there. And he 5 
went and did according to the word of 
Jehovah; and he went and dwelt at 
the brook Cherith, which is bpfore 

Jordan. And the * ravens brought him 6 
bread and flefti in the morning, and 
bread and flefti in the evening; and he 
drank of the brook. And after a * year 7 ' 
the brook was dried up, becaufe there 
had been no rain in the land. 

And the word of Jehovah, came to 8 . 
him, faying, arife, get thee to w Jarepet 9 
of the Sidonians, and dwell there. Be¬ 
hold, I have commanded a widow- 
woman there to fuftain thee. And he 10 
arofe, and went to Jarepet, and came 
to the gate of the city, and behold,

I Z And fhe faid, as Jehovah thy Aleim

And the famine was violent 
in Samaria. And Ahab called Obadieh, 3 
who was over the houfe.

And he faid, I have not troubled 18 
Ifral, but thou and thy father’s houfc, 
in that ye have forfaken the command¬ 
ments of Jehovah, and gone after 
Baolim. And now fend ami gather all 19 
Ifral to me unto mount Carmel, and 
the prophets of Baol four hundred and 
fifty, and the prophets of Afhreh four 
hundred, who eat at Jezebel’s table.

the outer part of earn p of the Syrians, 
behold, there •tuds fto man there J for 6 
the Lord had made the Syrian army to 
hear a noife of chariots, and a noife 
of horfes, with the noife of a great 
* army : and they faid one to another, 
behold, the king of Ifral hath hired 
againft us the kings of the Hetites, 
and the kings of Egypt, to Come upon 
us. And they arol'e, and fled in the 7 
twilight, and left their tents, and their 
horfes, and their afles in the camp, as 
it ’ivas, and fled for their life.

In his days * Edum revolted from 2a 
under the hand of Jeudeh, and fet a 
king over themfelves.

^ Againft. him came up Salmanafer 
king of Aflyria, and Euftio became a 
fervant to him, and brought him a 
4 prefent. And the king of Aflyria difeo- 
vered a confpiracy in Euftio; that he fent 
melTengers to Sua king of Egypt ; and 
he brought not the yearly prefent to the 
king of Aflyria : and the king of Af- 
lyria (hut him up, and bound him in 
prifon.

Egypt, from under the hand of Pha- 
roeh king of Egypt, and feared other 
Aleim, and walked in the ftatutes of the 8 
nations whom Jehovah caft out from 
before the children of Ifral, and of the 
kings of Ifral,' which they had made. 
And the children of Ifral ‘devifed things 9 
that were not right againft Jehovah their 
Aleim, and built them high places in 
all their cities, from the 0 tower of 
the watchmen to the fenced city. And i6> 
they ,fet them up w ftatues, and Aftiers 
upon every high hill, and under every 
green tree, and burnt incenfe therein if 
all the high places, like the nations 
whom Jehovah removed from before 
them, and did * evil things to provoke 
Jehovah, And they ferved idols, of 12 
which Jehovah faid to them, ye ftiall 
not do this thing. And Jehovah, tef- 
tified againft Ifral, and againft Jeudeh 
by all his prophets, even every feer, 
faying, turn ye from your evil ways, 
and keep my commandments which I 
commanded your fathers, and which I 
fent to you by my fervants the prophets. 

But they would not hear, but made 
their necks ftiff, like the neck of their 
fathers, who would not believe in Je¬ 
hovah their Aleim-; and they rejedted his if 
ftatutes and his purification which Jhe 
cut with their fathers, and his teftimo- 
nies which he teftified y to them, and 
went after vanity, and became vain ; and 
went after the nations which were round 
about them, concerning whom Jehovah, 
charged them not to do like them. And 6 
they forfook all the commandments of

Jehovah their Aleim, and made them 
two molten calves, and made an 1 Aftii- 
reh, and worshipped all the holt of hca- 

17 ven, and ferved a Baol, and made their 
' Sons and their daughters to pafs through 

the fire, and uled divinations and auguries, 
and fold themfelves to do evil in the fight 
of Jehovah, to provoke him to anger. 

18 Therefore Jehovah was very angry with 
Ifral, and removed them out of his 
fight: there remained b only the tribe of 

19 Jeudeh. Alfo Jeudeh kept not the 
commandments of Jehovah their Aleim, 
but walked in the ftatutes of Ifral which 

20 they did. And Jehovah ahhorred all the 
feed of Ifral, and afflidted them, and 
delivered them into the hand of fpoilers 
till he had caft them out of his 

21 fight. For he rent Ifral from the houfe 
of David ; and they made Jereboam the 
fon of Nebat king ; and Jereboam drove 
away Ifral from following Jehovah, and 

22 made them to fin‘greatly. And the 
childten of Ifral walked in all the fins 
of Jereboam which he did j they de- 

23 parted not from them, till Jehovah re¬ 
moved Ifral out of his fight, as he 
fpake by all his fervants the prophets. 
So Ifral was carried away out of their 
own land into Afiyria unto this day. 

24 And the king of Afiyria brought peo~ 
pie from Babel, and from Cutheh, and

Sepheruim, and placed them in the ci¬ 
ties of Samaria, inftead of the children 
of Ilral; and they pofiefled Samaria, 
and dwelt in the cities thereof. But at 25 
their firft dwelling there, they did d not 
fear Jehovah ; and Jehovah fent lions 
among, which kept deftroyirig them. 
And they fpake to the king of Af- 26 
fyria, faying, the nations whom thou 
haft removed, and placed in the cities 
of Samaria, know not the manner of 
the Aleim of the land ; and he hath 
fent lions among them, and behold, they 
kill them, becaufe they know not the 
manner of the Aleim of the land. And 27 
the king of Afiyria commanded, laying, 
carry thither one of the priefts whom 
ye brought from thence; and let them 
go, and dwell there, and teach 
them the manner of the Aleim of the 
land. And one of the priefts came whom 28 
they had carried away from Samaria; 
and he dwelt in Bith-al, and e taught 
them how to fear Jehovah* And 2$ 
every nation f made Aleim of their own,, 
and put them in the houfes on the high 
places which the Samaritans had made ; 
every nation in their cities wherein they, 
dwelt. And the men of Babel made 3$. 
* Succuth-benuth ; and the men of Cuth 
made b Nergal; and the men of Hamath.

32 of the Sepheruites, And they beared 
Jehovah, and made them m from among 
themfelves priefts for the high places, 
who facrificed for them in the houfes on 

33 the high places. They feared Jehovah, 
and ferved their own Aleim after the 
manner of the nations whom they

they do after their former cuftoms j they 
do not fear Jehovah ; they do not do 
after their ' fiatutes and after their judge¬

AND in the p third year of Euflio XV1IT;. 
the fon of Aleh king of Ifral, reigned; 
Hezekieh the fon of Ahaz king of Jeu- 
deh q . Twenty and five years old was 2. 
he when he- reigned, and , twenty 
and nine years he reigned in. Jeru- 
faletnj- and his mother’s name was 
Abi, the daughter of Zecharieh. And 3; 
ho did right in the fight of Jehovah, 
according to all that David his father, 
did. 

He removed the high places, and- ^ 
brake the ftatues, and cut down the 
Aflireh, and brake to pieces the brafen. 
ferpent which Mofes made ; for unto 
thefe days the children of Ifral burnt. 

0 Thus wt are come to the end of the kingdom of If¬ 
ral; the deftrudlion of which was owing to their for- 
faking the written word , and. by degrees entirely 
changing the form of religion, which God himfelf had* 
eftablifhed among them. Ingenious men fell to reafom* 
ing , where they ought only to have obeyed ; and by 
calling their own imaginations, Demonftration, Nature t . 
or by fome other name that might flatter human pride 
and felf fufficiency, they fet up to many Gods that they 
entirely loft the knowlede of the true. We, in England , 
are running into the fame polytheifm, and under the 
modeft notion of helping revelation, are fetting up* 
fo many idols in the heart, that it is almoft become a. 
doubt whether Jehovah, the Lord in Trinity, or Space,. 
an infinitely extended unextended fubftratum, as me*- 
taphyficians define it, be the God of Chriftians,

And he clave to Jehovah j he 
departed not from following him, but 
kept his commandments, which Jehovah 
7 commanded Mofes. And Jehovah was 
with him: whitherfoever he went forth 
he profpered ; and he ’rebelled again ft 
the king of Afl'yria, and ferved him 
•8 not. He fmote the Philiftines unto 
Gaza’and it’s coafts, from the ‘tower 
of the watchmen to the fenced city. 
q And in the fourth year of Hezekieh, 
which was the feventh year of Eulho 
. the fon of Aleh king of Ifral, came up 
Salmanafer king of Aflyria againft Sa¬ 
maria, and befieged it; and he took it 

10 at the end of three years. In the “fixth 
year of Hezekieh, which was the ninth 
year of Eulho king of Ifral was Samaria 

11 taken. And the king of Aflyria carried 
away Ifral into Afl'yria, and put them 
in Halah, and in Habur by the river 
Guzan, and in the cities of the Mcdes; 

12 becaufe they obeyed npt the voice of 
Jehovah their Aleim, but tranfgrefled 
his purification, and all that Mofes the 
fervant of Jehovah commanded, and 
would not hear, nor do it. 

13 And in the w fourteenth year of king 
Hezekieh, x Senacherib king of Aflyria 
came up againft all the.fenced cities of

And the king 
of. Aflyria put upon Hezekieh three 
hundred talents of lilver, and thirty 
| talents of gold. And Hezekieh gave ij 
all the lilver that was.. found in the 
houfe ,of Jehovah, and in the treaftires 
of the king’s houfe. At that time He- 16 
zekieh * cut off the goldfrom the doors of 
the temple of Jehovah, and from the polls 
which Hezekieh king of Jeudeh had 
overlaid, and gave it to the king of 
Afl'yria. 

And the king of Aflyria fent Tartan, 17 
and * Rabfaris, and ’Rablhekeh from 
Lachilh to king Hezekieh with a great 
force to Je'rufalem ; and they went up, 
and came to Jerufalem. And when they 
were come up, they came, and flood by 
the conduit of the upper pool, which is 
in the high-way of the fuller’s field. 

And they called to the king; and there j8 
came out to them b Aliakim the fon of 
Hilkiehu, who was over the houfe, 
and Shebnch the feribe, and Juab, the 
fon of Afaph, the recorder. AndRab- 19 
Ihekeh faid to them, tell now Hezekieh, 
thus faith the great' king, the king of 
Aflyria, what confidence is this wherein 
thou trufteft ? Thou talkeft, but they 20 
are c vain words, of counfel and ftrength 
for the war.

And in the 'thirty-feventh year of 27 
the captivity of Jehuichin king of Jeu- 
deh, in the twelfth month, on the twenty- 
feventh of the month, Avil-mercdec king 
of Babylon, in the year he ‘began to 
reign, b lifted up the head of Jehuichin 
of Jeudeh out of the prifon. And he 28 
fpake ‘kindly to him, and placed his 
tnrone above the throne of the kings 
who were with him in Babylon, and 29 
changed his d prifon garments : and he 
did eat bread continually in his prefence 
all the days of his life: And his al- 30 
lowance was a continual allowance given 
him by the king, a daily rate for every 
day, all the days of his life.
